(male and female) provided obvious examples, 
though there were just as many in the quiet of 
the classroom and elsewhere.

CHAMPS

It’s a typical Ridley Sunday in January, 1998. The campus 
is quiet, blanketed by a dense layer of chill damp air.The still- 
ness is broken only by the occasional crow, flapping from one 
tree-top to another, as if heralding a major event. Anti-cli- 
mactically, a reluctant group of scruffy-looking Ridley students 
shuffle their miserable way across the gulag landscape towards 
the Griffith Gym. Side-stepping belligerently around semi- 
frozen puddles and potholes, they huddle together more close- 
ly, their sniffles, coughs, and sneezes piercing the damp grey 
air in weak repartee to the hoarse mockery of the crows. The 
metal door seems to inhale the group in a cloud of swirling 
mist, leaving only a bleak, yellow beacon of 
light to guide the stragglers. 

Who would have believed that this same 
bedraggled group of Ridleians could finish 
the 1998 Rugby season as CISAA and 
OFSAA Champions? 

For the first time in many years, Ridley 
Rugby began the season by preparing for a 
tour to England and Wales. Sunday practices 
were followed by a mini-camp for a couple of days prior to our 
departure. Since it rained throughout, we felt that our prepa- 
rations were, indeed, complete. A mixture of players returning 
from last year’s senior team and those who graduated from last 
year’s very successful juniors made up our squad. We visited 
and played against five schools, Marlborough College, 
Llandovery College, Christ’s College, Dean Close School, and 
Monmouth School. We participated in the Rosslyn Park 
Schools Sevens, along with 484 other schools! Along the way, 
we spent some time in Oxford, and London, taking in the 
sights. The Rugby improved substantially, we scored more 
points than any previous Ridley touring side, and we even 
managed a win, against Christ’s College, in Brecon. We were 
very warmly hosted throughout the tour, and look forward 
hosting some of these schools at Ridley. 

Coming straight back into Trinity Term and the pre-sea- 
son exhibition fixtures allowed us to build on the foundation 
set by the tour, and ready ourselves for the upcoming season. 
The first match was against last year’s provincial champions, 
St. Andrew’s College. It was a very tight contest and could 
have gone either way, but Mike Drake decided to take Ridley 
to the next level, and crashed in from 15 yards to score what 
would be the deciding try of the game. Upper Canada College 
also fell beneath this onslaught, but Trinity College School 
managed to turn the tables on us, and provide a reality check 
for the team. We did finish on top of the Ist XV league, 
which meant that we met T.C.S in the semi-final of the 
CISAA Championship. Revenge was sweet. Before a great 
crowd of supporters at Ridley, we defeated a very determined

CISAA and OFSAA Champions 


This proved to be the best match of the year, with Ridley and 
U.C.C. throwing every ounce of skill, energy, and determina- 
tion at each other. The game initiative swung back and forth, 
allowing neither side to assume any degree of security or com- 
fort. Ridley managed to slip ahead with about ten minutes to 
go, then defend against wave after wave of U.C.C. attack. 
The final whistle saw both teams collapse with exhaustion. 
For Ridley, this was but a momentary pause before the exulta- 
tion of claiming their first CISAA Championship in ten 
years. 

The following week saw the team off to Port Perry, 
Ontario, as the SOSSA representatives for 
the OFSAA Championship. Over the first 
two days Ridley defeated Stratford 
Northwestern and Woodbridge in the quali- 
fying rounds, Sydenham in the quarter-final, 
and Bradford in the semi-final, to earn the 
right to play against the host school, Port 
Perry, in the Championship Final. This was 
an excellent contest; the teams were very 
well matched, with the initiative switching from end to end 
throughout. A terrific individual effort from Chris Dean ‘98, 
supported by John Gray ‘99 and Shaun Tam ‘98 who carried 
the ball over for the critical try, gave Ridley the momentum 
necessary to win, despite a fierce counter-attack from Port 
Perry. Ridley were not only CISAA Champions, but also, for 
the first time in history, OFSAA Champions. 

Captain Charlie Locke ‘99 won the Rod Jack Memorial 
Trophy for a season of outstanding leadership and individual 
effort, whilst the entire team earned the St. Catharines Tigers 
award for M.V.P. Eleven members of the team were selected 
to the Independent Schools’ All-Star game.

Not one 
where you say to yourself, “Yeah that would be kind of nice”, 
but one where you say, “I would do anything and give any- 
thing to have that come true.” One that controlled every 
aspect of your daily life. Where nothing was more important 
than your dream. Your health, your friends, your family, ... 
where everything took a back seat to your all-consuming 
dream. 


I had a dream like that. It started when I was eight years old, 
as an innocent childhood fantasy. By the time I was eighteen 
it had grown into what some might call an obsession. And for 
the next six years it would influence where I went to universi- 
ty, my social life, and ultimately who I am today. 


In the early afternoon of the 25th of September, 1988, in 
Seoul, Korea I had my one shot at realizing my life-long 
dream. It was the Olympic final of the men’s eight in rowing 
and I was sitting three seats from the bow, in lane six, wearing 
a Canadian singlet. Canada had won the Gold Medal in Los 
Angeles in 1984 and that made us defending Olympic 
hampions. Although we had four members of that boat in 

ur boat, we were not the same boat. We were bigger, stronger, 
and faster. During the two races leading up to the final we had 
shown tremendous speed in certain sections of the race. It was 
our chance to put those two races together and have the race 
of our lives. Going into the final, the Australian coach had 
said, “If the Canadians are anywhere in contention with 500 
metres to go, the race will be over.” Less than six minutes after 
the starter’s command, we crossed the line in sixth place. This 
was far from what we had expected of ourselves, and perhaps 
further from what others had expected of us. My emotions 
ranged from anger to disbelief to nothing. My senses were 
completely numb. 


Years of sacrifice, physically, financially, and emotionally, all 
for what? That was it, my one shot was gone. I would never 
have that chance again. That Olympic Gold Medal was every- 
thing to me. As I saw it, it was the only reason for going to 
Seoul. Getting to the Olympics was not the dream, it was 
merely part of the process. To go to the Olympics and not 
come home with that Medal would mean failure. It would 
mean all those years of training were for not. Going to the 
Olympics was not about representing your country or compet- 
ing with the best in the world. It was about medals. And the 


@ that mattered most was Gold. 


Upon returning home, | found the Globe and Mail from 
September 25th. On the cover of the sports page was a picture 
of our eight slumped over our oars after the finish of the race.

PROFILE

The headline read, “Canadians Bomb Out in Seoul”. My fami- 
ly and I never talked about the race. They simply said they 
were proud of me regardless of the outcome and we left it at 
that. 


I didn’t phone anyone when | got home. | didn’t want to see 
anyone. I didn’t want to talk to anyone. | just wanted to hide. 
When I did run into people, it was always the same thing, 
“What happened?” And that just brought it all back. So I fig- 
ured the best thing to do was to go somewhere where nobody 
knew me ... | chose Australia. After five months in Melbourne 
and one month travelling the east coast, I felt | was ready to 
come home. My plan was to return to Vancouver Island and 
resume my training for 1992. I wasn’t ready to give up on my 
dream just yet. 


I began training in September of 1989. At first, it was going 
well. I felt my strength and endurance returning with each 
workout. However, with those improvements came flash-backs 
of the race in Seoul as a form of motivation. It was vindication 
I was after. | saw my next Olympic race as purely revenge. As | 
found out, revenge is a powerful motivating force. However, 

its life span is short-lived. With revenge comes an enormous 
amount of hatred and anger. Maintaining those emotions was 
making me an extremely miserable young man. 


It had become too much. I began questioning my reasons for 
wanting to go to the Olympics a second time. What if I lost 
again? Train four more years for 1996? Then 2000? When 
would it end? I was not about to find out. Six months into my 
training I decided that I had enough. If 1 continued at this 
rate, | wasn’t going to make it to 1992, not physically and 
especially not emotionally. | phoned my coach and told him. 
He said he understood. We reminisced about old times for a 
few minutes. | hung up, had a good cry, and said to myself, 
“That’s it. It’s over. Never again.” 


Was it over though? Was it truly out of my life? Sure, | could 
say the actual physical hands-on side of rowing was gone, but 
what about the mental? All those emotions left over from 
Seoul, what about them? 


Since that day, there have been many talks and many tears, 
along with a growing realization of what the Olympics now 
mean to me. The feelings from the race will always be there. 
The disappointment. The pain. The frustration. The question 
of “what if?’ What if things had been different? What if we 
had won? How would that have changed my life? Would that 
have affected the person | am? Lots of questions, but no

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A New Exchange 

During this past spring term | participated in a new 
exchange to a school in southern Pennsylvania called 
Wyoming Seminary. 'The Sem! is smaller than Ridley and the 
student body is mostly day students. There was, however, a very 
small boarding community which I joined. 

I left St. Catharines in the middle of Ridley's March break 
with mixed feelings. There was a rush of nervousness as well as 
excitement running through me as | started my adventure. | 
was apprehensive about going to a new place but also excited 
about the experience that I was about to live. I decided to go 
on this exchange for two major reasons. The first was to spend 
some time with Dennis Packard, one of my best friends, who 
attends the school. The second major reason was so I could get 
a grasp on how American schools operate because I hope to 
attend an American college when I graduate from Ridley. 

Getting accepted by the students at Wyoming Seminary 
was an easy task. I already knew five people at the school, the 
Packard boys, Michael, Dennis and Matthew, and Mr.. Packard, 
the father of the boys, a former Headmaster at Ridley and Mrs. 
Packard. The people were very nice even though the Canadian 
jokes were non-stop. Everyone I talked to would get me to say

Ridley and The Sem share many similarities but there are 
differences. For instance The Sem has no classes on Saturday 
and extra curriculars and sports are not mandatory. Since there 
is no class on Saturday's, boarders had a study hall on Sunday 
nights instead of Friday nights. The campus is not nearly as 
expansive or as nice as Ridley's. There is no facility as terrific as 
the Second Century Building and their property is very spread 
out. My lacrosse team had to go on a fifteen minute bus ride 
just to get to our practice and home game field. 

I found the academics a little harder at this school for two 
reasons.

The Tiger approached Chantal Ramsay ‘74, past RCA 
President, to share with readers her reminisces of the first 
year of co-education at the school. 


In order to put my thoughts on paper, I asked the school to 
send me the article that I had written for Acta “View from 
Either Side” upon leaving the school. I was surprised in 
reading the article that I felt that it was not the easiest of 
years; that the experiment of having girls at Ridley was not 
necessarily successful and our experience was that our devel- 
opment and absorption into the school body was “slow and 
painful.” I used the expression twice, so there must have 
been an undercurrent of resentment. But, since I have noth- 
ing but positive recollections from my year at Ridley - some- 
body must have ghost written the article for me. 


Then, and now twenty five years later, I have no regrets 
over my decision to go to Ridley. My father was an “Old 
Boy”; I had an uncle who went to Ridley, and there are 
other family connections. I went to Ridley on a five-dollar 
bet! As an Old Boy, my father received a letter from 
Richard Bradley advising him the school was considering 
going co-ed. We were living in San Francisco. I was gradu- 
ating from a private girls’ school and had already been 
accepted at university in California. However, upon reading 
the letter, | announced that I would go to Ridley the follow- 
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ing year. My father said: “Five bucks says you won’t get in” 
and I said “Five bucks, I will.” 


It is said that Richard Bradley read my letter out loud in the 
Great Hall advising the assembled throng that the first 
application had been received by a girl in California. Boy, 
were they in for a surprise! 


I arrived at Ridley looking forward to a challenge and con- 
scious that the girls would be held to a higher standard, 
despite the fact that there were no “rules” for us because 
they hadn’t been invented yet. We were supposed to know 
how to act and react in what

a thud! I tried the parallel bars 
next and ended up having 
surgery on my arm. | wasn’t a 
real academic, so I took courses 
that I wanted (that meant no 
math for me) and made sure that 
I did well enough to challenge 
the boys in class. There were so few girls that I think I only 
had one class with another girl in it. 


What I think I was into was the challenge of making the 
experiment work. I perceived myself, rightly or wrongly, as a 
leader among the girls, someone they could trust, someone 
the school could trust, but also someone that the boys could 
approach. I consoled more than one of my male classmates 
about the wiles of women - not necessarily the ones attend- 
ing the school! The reality is probably that the “girls” who 
attended Ridley in the first couple of years would have had 
to have been a fairly self-possessed bunch in order to agree 
to go to what was such an overwhelmingly male environ- 
ment. 


I honed my debating skills at Ridley. I was sent as a “secret 
weapon” early in the school year to debate at UCC. Funny, 
I can’t remember if we won. I enjoyed public speaking - I 
ok second prize at the end of the year - a pair of cuff links. 
lost in the “impromptu” category - not doing a very good 
job on my topic of “Curiosity killed the cat”. . . if only I 
had remembered “satisfaction brought it back.” 


The other evening I was at a party in Toronto and ran into 
an “Old Boy.” He left Ridley in 1973, the year before girls 
joined the school. Twenty five years ago. He introduced me 
to the people whom he was with and conversation quickly 
evolved to me being one of the first girls at Ridley. I was 
taken aback when several of the guests expressed surprise at 
the fact that Ridley was co-ed. “I didn’t know girls went to 
Ridley.” After 25 years Ridley is still perceived “outside” as a 
boys’ school. That’s a problem and an opportunity. 


It’s a problem because that means the school is not marketing 
itself to its full advantage, particularly in a market such as 
Toronto and, as such, is missing potential students presently 
attending all girls’ schools; it’s an opportunity because the 
school is now updating its history to include the “co-ed” era 
and the school has the ability to showcase its superior sports 
and academic facilities, supported, in large measure, by the 
hundreds of women who have passed through Ridley and 
@”" it to continue to be financially viable. 


What has Ridley meant to me? It is hard to say. I was only 
there for one year, but it was an important year. Important 





because it was Grade 13 and because it was the first year 
that girls were “officially” admitted to Ridley. Important 
because it helped to continue to shape my personality. 
Important because it “re-Canadianized” me. Important 
because | still count among my friends, those I made at 


Ridley. 


Unfortunately the nature of boarding school (I boarded with 
a Master as facilities did not exist for girls to board at the 
school then) is that students are from all over and therefore 
you can never keep up all the friendships that you would 
like. My regret is that | have not had the opportunity to 
keep in touch with the ten women who were at Ridley dur- 
ing that first year. 


I have kept in touch with the school and with the 
Association over the years. | am grateful for the opportunity 
that Ridley gives me to network with friends, with men and 
women from different countries and cultures, from all facets 
of business, and from all ages. I still find it hard to believe 
that it was 25 years ago that I took the challenge and went 
to Ridley. It doesn’t seem that long ago! 


In my closing paragraph in Acta I wrote: “The ground has 
now been turned and the new seed planted; its growth now 
depends upon future girls. I wish them all possible success.” 
Clearly the seed is now a healthy tree and many “future” 
girls have come and gone. | think both Ridley and the girls 
have had much success. Congratulations!

The following are excerpts from a book on Ridley currently being 
written by former Headmaster Richard Bradley and Archivist Paul 
Lewis. The paragraphs refer to the time after WW 1. 


BOXING 

The hockey, rugby, cricket and basketball players were nearly all 
boxing in these winters, too, for the earlier striking rise in box- 
ing was holding on; so many boys of all sizes and forms were 
putting on the big gloves that a longer and longer series of pre- 
liminary bouts became necessary in the late winter each year to 
declare the finalists at the school weights. By early March 
Sergeant Alexander was always under pressure to get his boxing 
tournament ready for staging before the cricket season was upon 
them. He managed it by March 19 in 1926, but as usual some 
finalists were only decided late the night before. 


The bouts were all of three 3-minute rounds and this first suc- 
cess heralded a permanent repetition of fine tournaments. In 
1923 the wildest excitement of years occurred in the battle for 
the Middleweight Championship between Red (H.E.) Foster 
and Jack Millidge who had been the winner in 1922. The bout 
was furiously fought in all rounds and both boxers finished with 
a sprained thumb.

Foster lost to Millidge which was no disgrace, for Jack won a 
boxing championship in three successive years. 


A very gallant fighter was Hume Cronyn who fought through 
the preliminaries into the finals in both 1924 and 1925 but each 
time was beaten for the championship in his weight. The furi- 
ous clashes between J.D. Buchanan and J. McCallum in the 
finals for the light-heavyweight championships of 1923 and 
1924 provided a wonderful finale to each tournament. In 1923 
McCallum beat Buchanan; in 1924 Buchanan reversed the deci- 
sion as the two met once more in the finals. In 1925 McCallum 
had graduated but Buchanan was again champion, this time 
beating the formidable Tilley. Boxing remained an annual event 
throughout the school until the 1970s when the sport was con- 
fined to the Lower School. 


GYMNASTICS 

Meanwhile, the “Iggulden” tradition was established by the 
annual Assault-at-Arms. Just before the signal came that the 
cricketers could get on the grass for practice in the spring of ‘32, 
the annual Assault-at-Arms disclosed that the gymnasts had 
been again drilled to perfection by Capt. Iggulden during the

winter. He personally led the sword-swinging display. A musical 
interlude was provided by the bugle band (“if it was not musical, 
it was at least rhythmic”) and this year’s pyramid ended in a 
“crescendo of balances” that saw the top man scraping his feet 
on the gym’s girders.

A 
stranger entering the gym on almost any winter afternoon, and 
many an evening, would see about forty boys practicing inde- 
pendently on the apparatus scattered around the floor - boys on 
the horse, rings or high bar, the parallel bars, or making muscle 
with dumbbells. Suddenly Cap appears and calls them to order. 
Everything is cleared away but the parallel bars; the class stands 
to attention in two ranks; the real work begins. Tricks and posi- 
tions are practiced over and over, relentlessly. Every piece of 
apparatus gets its turn. The colours of Ridley’s gymnastic team 
were always hard-earned.

Those of us who live on or nearby the campus will remember the familiar site of Ron 
§ Angleman strolling the perimeter of the grounds, his shepherd’s staff in one hand and a
